World War I Peace Negotiations 
Revealed Now After 27 Years 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11—(INS) | 
The State Department made pub- 
lic Saturday night the 27-year-old | 
secret record of the negotiations 
by which the “Big Four’ of 
World War I attempted to chart! 
the peace. 

Newly published are two 1,000-| 
page volumes of official reports on | 
the 1919 behind-the-scenes discus- | 
sions among President Wilson, and | 
the British. French and Italian 
Premiers — David Lloyd George, 
Georges Clemenceau and Vittorio 
Orlando. 


Other sources have given a fair- 
ly complete account of the four- 
erc es and manipulations, 
but the full record is now released 
for the first time. 

President Wilson felt that the 
“Big Four” talks should be re- 
garded as private conversations. 
This view was opposed by the 
French, British and Italians al- 
though they agreed to’*keep the 
records secret. 

The minutes of the Council of 
Four, kept by a British official, | 
Sir Maurice Hankey, cover the, 
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(hundred pages of correspondence

The conversations of the “Big 
Four” were recorded in the Brit- 
ish indirect style. 

At least 185 discussions are con- 
tained in the two volumes along

garding the peace terms. 

In addition to preparing the Ger- | 
man treaty, the Council of Four | 
dealt with many other current 
problems, including the Russian 
enigma presented” by the rise of 
the Soviet Government, fighting 
between troops of the new Polish 
and Ukraine states, the breaking 
up of the Austro-Hungarian and 
Turkish Empires, and Italian mil- 
itary incursions in Dalmatia and 
Anatolia. 

Sitting with a Japanese delegate, 
the representatives of the powers | 
arranged for the division of former | 
German possessions in the Pacific 
between the Japanese and British 
Empires. | 

An issue which precipitated the 
most heated debates arose from 
the discovery, shocking at the time 
to President Wilson, that Great 
Britain, Russia and France, to 
bring Italy into the war, had made 
a secret pact in 1915, promising 
Italy large slices of former Austro- 
Hufigarian territory. 
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Wilson strongly opposed the 
Italian claims and denounced the 
secret treaty of London. He also 
refused to agree to an additional 
Italian claim to Fiume. 

In the controversy over Italian 
territorial demands, which led to 
Italy’s withdrawal from the Coun- 
cil, Wilson’s position was that: 

“We were trying to make peace 
on an ertirely new basis and to 
establish a new order of interna- 
tional relations. At every point 
the question had to be asked 
whether the lines of settlement 
would square with the new order. 

“No greater question had ever 
been asked in any negotiations. 
No body of statesmten had ever 
before undertaken to make such a 
settlement.” 

Clemenceau declared that: 

*“ ... in listening to President 
Wilson’s speech, he felt we were 
embarking on a most hazardous 
enterprise, but with a very noble 
purpose. 

“We were seeking to detach Eu- 
rope and the whole world from 
the old order which had led in 
the past to conflicts and finally to 
the recent war which had been the 
greatest and most horrible of all. 

“It was not possible to change 


one stroke.” e 

Referring to this basic conflict, 
the State Department said: 

“Whether the efforts of the 1919 
peace conference to reconstruct a 
new Europe out of the wreckage 
of the Central Powers proved 
abortive by reason of the Coun- 
cil’s failure to implement Wilson’s 
idealism or by reason of the im- 
possibility of implementing is not 
yet clear. The new evidence, how- 
ever, allows a sounder interpre- 
TE of the avoidable errors of

The Russian situation came up 
for recurrent discussion, with the 
“Big Four” leaning to the opinion 
at one time that they could work 
out a compromise between the 
Soviets, headed by Lenin and Adm. 
Kolchak’s anti-Bolshevik forces in 
Siberia. 

Wilson told the Council he had 
“always been of the opinion that 
the proper policy of the Allied 
and Associated Powers was to 
clear out of Russia and leave it 
to the Russians to fight it out 
among themselves.” 

Plans of the British and French 
to divide Turkey proper into man- 
dated areas won little support 
from Wilson, and he refused an 
offer of an American mandate for 
Constantinople. 

On one occasion, when British 
Premier Lloyd George wondered 
about the future of Russia, Wilson 
suggested Russia would be “bot- 
tled up, owing to the fact that 
some other power would hold the 
straits of the Bosphorus and the 
Dardanelles.” 

Lloyd George expressed fear of 
the Slavs in general. He said: 

“If some powerful, capable, am- 
bitious man arose in Russia the 
Slav race might become a great 
danger.” 

Wilson argued that the Slavs 
nowhere had the organization 
which made the Teuton so dan- 
gerous. 


Beer Group Tells 
Of Inspections 
Made in Georgia 


Field representatives of the 
Georgia Committee of the United 
States Brewers’ Foundation have 
paid Georgia malt beverage retail- 
ers 10,560 visits during the last 
seven years to check for possible 
evidence of negligencé or unlaw- 
ful practices, State Director Mar- 
vin Allison disclosed yesterday. 

This total was‘ reported as the 
Georgia 
launch the eighth year of the self- 
regulation activity in the State. Be- 
ginning operations in February, 
1940, the organization has co-oper- 
ated with City and County offi- 
cials in every locality where beer 
sales are legal by keeping a close 
watch over retail operations, and 
by seeking to have law-abiding 
eae maintained.’ 

“Where we have found negli- 
gence on the part of retailers or 
their employees, we have issued 
written warnings and have check- 
ed back for compliance,” the di- 
rector stated, adding that “in less 
than five percent of our inspec- 
tions has it been found necessary 
to send warning letters.” 

In cases where warned retailers 
refuse to co-operate by improving 
their operating methods, discipli- 
nary action against them is sought 
from State or local licensing au- 
thorities. Since the formation of 
the Committee, about 200 retailers 
have been revoked or suspended 
or placed on probation for various 
infractions. 

In bullettins to retailers, the 
Foundation has listed as important 
“don'ts”: Sales to anyone under 
21 years of age; sales on Snuday 
or after hours; sales to intoxicated 
or disorderly persons; allowing 
“loitering,” especially by minors 
and by unescorted women.

Real estate men and loan com- 
pany officials, seeking the ouster 
of higher income bracket tenants 
from Atlanta Housing Authority 
Units, were told “yesterday by 
Mayor Hartsfield they must as- 
sume some responsibility in find- 
ing rental housing for these ten- 
ants, if they are to be evicted. 

Meanwhile, the Atlanta Real 
Estate Board called for the resig- 
mation of the entire Atlanta Hous- 
ing Authority Board and sent 
copies of its resolution of ‘“‘abuses”’ 
against the Authority to the state’s 
congressional delegation for “in- 
formation and attention.” 

The dispute broke into the open 
last week when the League of 
Savings and Loan Associations of 
Atlanta, later joined by the Real 
Estate Board, demanded the re- 
moval of James H. Therrell, the 
Authority’s Executive Director, 
charging him with breaking the 
Georgia law by allowing 740 fami- 
lies making more than $2,900 a 
year to remain in Government low 
cost housing projects.

He also countered 
that if the real estate men wanted 
to put 700 families out on the 
street, they had the obligation of 
finding 700 places for them to 
stay.

Charlie Gillam, CIO Di- 
rector for Georgia, opined that the 
Government projects never had 
been used for the reasons for 
whom they were intended but that 
now, with the acute housing short- 
age, is certainly no time to start 
putting people out on the streets.

Constitution Paragraphs 
Applying To Succession 


Here are the paragraphs from the new Constitution of the State 
of Georgia over which Georgians are pondering in an effort to de 
cide who will be the State’s next Governor: 

“Article V. Executive Department. Section 1. Paragraph 1. 

“The executive power shall be vested in a Governor, who shall 
hold his office during the term of fowr years, and until his sue 
cessor shall be chosen and qualified. The Governor serving at the 
time of the adoption of this Constitution and future Governors 
shall not be eligible to succeed themselves and shall not be eligible 
to hold the office until after the expiration of four years from the 
conclusion of his term of office. ...” 

“Paragraph IV. 

“How returns published. The members of each branch of the 
General Assembly shall convene in the Representative Hall, and 
the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shalt open and publish the returns in the presence and 
under the direction of the General Assembly; and the person having 
the majority of the whole number of votes shall be declared duly 
elected Governor of this State; but if no person shall have such 
majority, then from the two persons having the highest number 
of votes, who shall be in lefe and shall not decline an election at 
the time appointed for the General Assembly to elect, the General 
Assembly shall immediately elect a Governor viva voce; and in all 
cases of election of a Governor by the General Assembly, a majority 
of the members present shall be necessary to a choice.” 

“Paragraph VII. : 

“Lieutenant Governor. Succession to executive power. There 
shall be a Lieutenant Governor, who shall be elected at the same 
time, for the same term, and in the same manner as the Governor. 
He shall be the President of the Senate, and shall receive the sum 
of $2,000 per annum. In case of death, resignation, of disability 
of the Governor, the Lieutenant Governor shall exercise the execu- 
tive power and receive the compensation of the Governor until the 
next general election for members of the General Assembly, at 
which a succssor to the Governor shall be etected for the unexpired 
term: but if such death, resignation, or disability shall occur within

It happened in Atlanta. It hap- 
pened in the LaSalle Hotel fire in 
‘Chicago last June. The tuition fee 
for that refresher course in fire 
hazards was 61 lives. 

The same experts argued the 
obvious for a long time—that if 
people in public places are going 
to escape fires they need ways of 
getting out. When the Cocoanut 
Grove Night Club in Boston went 
up in smoke on a December night 
in 1942. trapped, panicky custo- 
mers piled up in front of the only 
usable exit—a revolving door. Cost 
of that lesson: 429 lives. 

Every major fire has added 
weight to that “ounce of preven- 
tion,” some by teaching a new 
- lesson, others by repeating an old 
one. 

In the last six months, the death 
toll from hotel fires was more 
than a fourth of the 789 hotel fire 
deaths recorded in the U. S. and 
Canada since 1858. 

This most recent series of fires 
touched off new preventive legis- 
lation. New York was considering 
an ordinance which would require 
all hotels to keep a-fire safety 
warden on duty at all times. In 
Detroit, owners of multiple dwell- 
ings of more than two stories were 
ordered to install fireproof doors 
et each stairway landing. 

The San Diego City Council was 
considering regulations calling for 
fire escapes on all buildings three 
or more stories high. Chicago au- 
thorities told all hotel operators 
they must put walls and doors on 


stairways and elevator shafts that |

10.000 miles over the holidays and still never reached his destination 
et Savannah, Ga., plans to leave Rome Tuesday on the first leg of 


a trip to Bucharest, where he will 
rest Nunciature.

Then the third message at 12:41 
said, “Dropping survival gear by 
parachute.” | 

The fourth message at 12:48 p. 
m. said six men were found alive 
and on their feet and that three 
men were dead. It said the plane 
disentegrated and burned. 

Correspondents were not given 
the exact quotation of this fourth 
message. 

The rescue plane which found 
the men was flown by Crew Num- 
ber Two aboard the Pine Island. 
Also aboard was Pharmacist’s Mate 
W. Long. 

The rescue plane was piloted by 
Lt. James L. Ball. 

Only once before Saturday’s dis- 
covery of the wrecked plane had 
the Pine Island been able to send 
out a Mariner on a real search. 
That was on Jan. 6. Attempts to 
send out searchers were made re- 
peatedly but each time bad weath- 
er forced the plane to return. 

The lost seaplane was attached 
to the tender Pine Island, part of 
the eastern group of the task force 
now in the Antarctic on tn explo- 
ration trip. 

Two-minute evening prayers for 
the safety of the missing men had 
been held nightly by members of 
the crews of vessels in the task 
force. 


A plane with a doctor who could 
parachute to the lost plane had 
been ready to take off on the 
search New Year’s Day but the 
bad weather held it back. 


Throughout the hours since the 
plane disappeared in the icy 
wastes, hourly messages of encour- 
agement were broadcast by radio 
to the men and homing signals, to 
facilitate their possible return. by 
wing back to the seaplane tender, 
also had been broadcast. 


As one man aboard the Pine 
Island said Sunday, “hope ‘and 
anxiety, as well as weathermen | 
and aviation-machinists’ mate put 
in overtime” since the plane was 
lost.

ber.” “We had a flurry of buying 
by the bobby soxers who wanted 
the Chopin waltzes for their rec- 
ord library, Jose Iturbi has be- 
come one of our leading recording 
artists since he became a star in 
MGM musicals.

But the serious music trend is 


not confined to these three artists,

And along with fIturbi have 
come the names of Vladimir Horo- 
witz and Artur Rubenstein, two 
of the world’s foremost piano art- 
ists. 

Mrs. Edna O'’Pry, Director of 
the Georgian Book Shop’s Record 
Department, said the swing to the 
classics began right after the war. 


“During the war the dance bands 


became commercialized. People 
sought amusement instead of mu- 
sica] satisfaction. But, now, the 
parents of the children have 
learned the value of music in edu- 
cation and they are bringing the 
young people in to the record 
shops and instructing them in the 
music they should hear. 

“Piano music by Rachmaninoff, 
Grieg, Chopin and other leading 
composers has come to the front. 
During the past two weeks we 
have had a number of calls for 
Tschaikowsky’s symphonies and 
concertos. Shubert’s Eighth Sym- 
phony is becoming popular among 
the young record fanciers.” Mrs. 
O’Pry shared Wallace’s belief that 
the movies have influenced this 
radical change in music tastes. 

Dalton Bradley, of Cox’s Music 
Shop, said “We are selling more 
of the classics than ever before. 
Rachmaninoff, Ravel and Chopin 
are: the most popular composers, 
while Rubenstein and Iturbi are 
the favorite artists.” 

W. F. Chase, of Bame’s Music 
Shop, who is a professional mu- 
sician, said he had been conduct- 
ing a “music education” program 
in his shop among the bobby sox- 
ers. And he has seen fruits of his 
labors. “The giris from Agnes 
Scott, Girls High, North Fulton 
and Washington Seminary now 
are requesting the better class of 
music. Rachmaninoff’s Second 
Concerto, Chopin’s waltzes, mazur- 
kas, etudes, nocturnes, and the 
symphonies are our best sellers 
now.

This about-face in music has re- 
sulted in the downfall of the big 
“name” bands. Tommy and Jim- 
my Dorsey, Harry James, Benny 
Goodman, Woody Herman, Jack 
Teagarden, Jerry Wald and Benny 
Carter have all scrapped their 
bands and have announced their 
intention to reorganize a “sweet”- 
type aggregation soon. 


In the popular field, Sammy 
Kaye, Vaughn Monroe, Tex Bene- 
ke, who now “fronts” Glenn Mil- 
ler’s band, Bing Crosby and the 
King Cole Trio are the leaders.

“NCAA Victim of Year 


As terrible as the new NCAA rules regarding 
scholarships and recruiting are to Southeastern 
Conference football coaches, they will have to 
struggle along without our sympathies. 
i It isn’t that we would not like to share 
the crying towel with our gridiron friends. 
It's just that we don’t have any sympathies left after 
getting through with the man who needs them most, Mr. 
Adolphus Rupp, alias the “Man in the Brown Suit,” or the 
head coach of the Kentucky basketball team. 
Honestly, fellows, just what in the world is Mr. 
do? 


The woes of our football brethren are minor indeed 
compared to those of Adolphus. Consider, if you please, 
his plight under the new regulations, which of course will 
be strictly adhered to by one and all. 


For years now Mr. Rupp has developed the Southeastern 
Conference's championship basketball team. He freqtently 
wins the national championship. Other basketball coaches 
of the league love Mr. Rupp for this. 


He makes their jobs easy. Since Adolphus’ entry into the league 
in 1930, not a basketball coach has been fired No one is expected 
to defeat the Wildcats, and therefore it has boiled down to the fact 
that a cage coach in the SEC doesn’t have to win to keep his job. 


Naturally, the other eleven are intelligent enough to realize 
this is because of Mr. Rupp. Therefore, their great love for him. 


Adolphus grins slyly when questioned about his team’s 
almost perpetual winning streaks, and remarks that it is a 
result of expert coaching. This is undoubtedly true, Mr. 
Rupp being one of the finest coaches in the business in addi- 
tien to a member of the “Basketball Hall of Fame.” The 
latter, plus a nickel, gets him a ride on the subway when in 
New York. 

But in addition to expert coaching, Kentucky gets the most 
expert material of any school in the whole United States and 
Fiji Islands. 

It gets it by virtue of the two things at which the NCAA hit 
hardest in its recent meeting—scholarships and recruiting. 

' Mr. Rupp, in addition to being a great coach, is a past master 
at the art of recruiting and giving scholarships. Estimates of the 
number of men playing basketball on the grant-in-aid plan at 
Kentucky range anywhere from eight to 80. 

Naturally, when queried, Mr. Rupp merely states, “Me? I don’t 
know a thing about it.” 

However, best estimate as to the number of boys on 
basketball scholarships at Kentucky is three from 5'10” to 6’; 

13 from 6 to 65"; 23 from 6'5” to 7’; and all other 

heights, 11. 

That's a total of 50, which seems about right, although only 20 
of these make up the traveling squad.

students and refrain from recruiting and offering scholarships. 

This is a terrible blow, indeed, not only to Adolphus but 
te the other coaches of the Conference as well. 

Is it any wonder that we don’t have enough sympathies 


to extend to football coaches? 
Adolphus is called the 


Double Billing—Rupp and Team “Man in the Brown 


Suit.” This started when he realized his teams seldom lost when 
he wore brown suits to the games. 

If this is giving away his secret of success, we are sorry. 
But, after all, other coaches are entitled to such a simple for- 
mula for the winning of basketball games, even if it does start 
a nylon-like run on men’s clothing stores for brown suits. 

Mr. Rupp, in addition to being a basketball coach, is also a 
gentieman farmer and a Kentucky Colonel. He is also called “The 
Baron” by friends and a lot of other things, unprintable here, by his 
enemies. 

He is in his seventeenth year as basketball coach at Kentucky 
and he has won everything in sight in basketball. 

During a game one finds it extremely difficult to watch his 
club play for watching him coach. He is the Lou Little of 
basketball. 

Mr. Little, the Columbia football coach, has long been 
noted for his antics on the sidelines. 

The Baron is a basketball replica. He twists, turns and 
squirms on the bench during a game. He jumps up, yells at 
a player or official and then sinks back into his seat as if 
exhausted. 

A thousand times during the game he mops his brow with his 
handkerchief. His face is twisted more ways than an adagio dancer. 

Grief, pity, fear, joy and all the other emotions flash on and 
6ff his face like the lights on the scoreboard. 

Every game is a nightmare for him. Even with 25-point 
leads, which his teams usually build up, he cannot relax. 
Often he even loses his voice and can only talk in a whisper. 

Rupp loves the game of basketball. His teams start prac- 
tice about the same time the football team opens its drills. 

Year in and year out, his teams are tops. 

He will be here in Atlanta on Jan. 20 to play Georgia Tech and 
in Athens against Georgia the next night. 

It’s a pity that lack of seating space at both schools pro- 
hibit the public from going out for a real show. 

Not only by the Kentucky team, but also by Mr. Adolphus 
Rupp, the Baron of Basketball.

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We Need Housing--Not Recriminations 


Mayor William B. Hartsfield has issued 
a spirited defense of James H. Therrell, 
Director of the Atlanta Housing Authority, 
and its directors. 

“I wish,” he said, “that we had more 
public officials as thoroughly competent 
and capable as they.” 

The Mayor goes on to say that the 
attack against the Authority stems from 
the old and oft-repeated attack on Atlanta's 
sium clearance buildings. 

These bring in more revenue to the 
city than did the old slum houses they 
replace. They also bring in no crime and 
disease as did the old slums. Thus, they 
require smaller municipal expenditures 
for health and sanitation and for fire and 
police protection. In addition, they have 
improved the appearance of the city and 
provided homes within the city limits for 
good citizens. 

The Mayor, we think, is right. Getting 
angry with Mr. Therrell isn’t solving the 
housing shortage. 

There was a source of irritation which, 
as might have been expected, grew out 
of red tape. The rentals on the Housing 
Authority buildings were fixed on an in- 
come basis. During the war the incomes 
of many of those living in the apartments 
were raised above those limits. But, at 
the same time, there was an acute_and 
desperate housing shortage which still is 
in effect. The tenants whose incomes had 
increased were allowed, by regulations, to 
remain. To attempt to remove the Au- 
thority officials for that fact is not within 
the realm of fair play.

Encouraging Report From 


The State Board of Pardons and Paroles 
has just made public its biennial report, 
covering the periods from July 1, 1944, 
through June 30, 1946. 

The Board, it will be recalled, was set 
up four years ago to administer pardons 
and paroles on a businesslike, non-politi- 
cal basis. 

The pardon racket had been rotten in 
Georgia for many, many years. Honest, 
well-meaning Goverhors were put upon 
by their friends. Sufficient time was not 
aliorded the exeqdutive to study~one-fif- 
tieth of the eases which should have been 
brought to his attlention. The result was 
that many worthy| prisoners languished in 
their cells while those with money or po- 
litical influence were given clemency. 

Gov. Arnall established a three-man 
board with staggered terms. To its chair- 
manship he appointed a career man with a 
splendid record as a Federal probation 
officer. The board made an exhaustive 
survey of methods which had proved suc- 
cessful in other States. A system incor- 
porating recognized rehabilitation proce- 
dures was inaugurated, the Board under- 
taking not only a systematic selection of 
prisoners to be released but also an effec- 
tive supervision of probated prisoners 
while they remain under the Board’s juris- 
diction. 

The figures in the most recent report 
conclusively prove that the Board has been

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pointed out, rising living costs during the 
past few years have rendered obsolete the 
maximum originally provided. Persons 
earning 50 percent more at present than 
five years ago are having an even more 
difficult time making ends meet. , These 
are certainly in no position to pay the 
exorbitant rentals being asked for apart- 
ment units now being constructed by pri- 
vate interests. Thus there obviously needs 
to be an upward revision of prescribed 
maximum income before rigid enforce- 
ment is applied. 

As the Mayor properly said, he and 
the City of Atlanta will not be a party to 
putting out on the street, with no place 
to go, anyone in any income class, high 
or low. 

Certainly over-income tenants should 
be forced to vacate as soon as there is 
housing. But, surely the gentlemen who 
protest do not mean that these families, 
almost all of which include children, 
should be put on the street, and surely 
they do not insist there is housing. The 
Situation has its irritating quality, but it 
does not call for that. 

What we need is more housing, not 
recriminations. 

Government controls are gone and too 
many persons, who said they could build 
houses quickly if it were not for those con- 
trols, are finding that they very much 
miss the convenient government “whip- 
ping boy.”- There is no need to try and 
make one of the Housing Authority. 

Let’s build housing into which the over- 
income tenants may be moved. 

By all means, let’s get them out—but 
not out in the street.

Complete files covering the entire life 
of every prisoner are on file. These come 
up for inspection at regular intervals, thus 
insuring that there will be no more for- 
gotten men in Georgia’s far-flung prison 
system. 

During the past two fiscal years, more 
than seven thousand cases were investi- 
gated. Of this number approximately one- 
fifth, a total of 1,484, were released. And 
of the more than 2,500 freed since the 
Board’s inception four years ago, 94 per- 
cent have made good, less than six percent 
having had their parole revoked or con- 
ditional release withdrawn. 

This record compares favorably with 
that of States having parole systems of 
many years standing which cost three to 
four times the money Georgia has spent. 

Georgia’s venture into the field of non- 
political administration of clemency has 
been a great success, far beyond anything 
we had a right to expect so soon. 

We can only hope that whoever wins 
the Governorship he will work with the 
Legislature to strengthen the position and 
further the work of the Pardon and Parole 
Board, 

The people, having had a taste of a 
competent, orderly and non-political ad- 
ministration of the clemency powers, 
would not tolerate a return to the evils 
of the pardon racket.

Politics Is Not 
An Exact Science 


Georgia’s State Legislature opens its 1947 ses- 
sions tomorrow. 

. Too many of us forget all legislative bodies 
are composed of persons. That is true whether it be the Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, the Congress of the United States, the 
State Legislatures or City Councils. 

All legislative bodies, therefore, include the usual human quali- 
ties. They reveal character, rascality, ability, moronity, statesman- 
ship, demagoguery, men whose honesty has the quality of finely 
tempered steel, men who are easily corrupted, open-minded men, 
fanatics; eccentrics, an occasional genius, realistic m@n, naive men, 
men who have no principles but.who will invent some to sell, 
drunkards, meh whose unreasoning opposition to drink is worse than 
drink, political radicals, middle-of-the-roaders, men who believe 
in the people, men who are owned by corporations—all these quali- 
ties, and more, are to be found_in any large legislative group. 


This will be true of Georgia’s Legislature. 


: Politicians are necessary to our form of govern- 
Compromise ment. They govern, and we are governed, by a 
series of compromises. It is easy to see that if one faction proposes 
a piece of legislation and another introduces a bill directly opposing 
the other, we would never get legislation if the two factions were 
anywhere near even strength. 


There must be compromise. And it is there the able politician 
comes into the picture. He knows how to effect a compromise. He 
may promise a job or a road there or a bridge here. The man who 
accepts has not necessarily been bought off. 


If, of course, there is for any length of time a dominant party 
which does not have opposition forcing compromise, it quite in- 
evitably becomes a corrupt party and at last becomes tyrannical 
and productive of great evil and literal ownership of its Legislators. 


It is very well to sigh for perfection in government, but we have 
never had-it and never will. We are men and women governed 
by our own kind, and—never forget—our own choices. 


The various State Legislatures are mirrors held up to 
the people. The people are mirrored in them. The 
same is true of the Congress. It is a mirror held up before America. 


If you were to melt all Georgians and squeeze out one, and 
then melt all the Legislature and press out just one, you would 
have, when they had cooled, a set of twins—the average Georgian 
and his average Legislator. 

If you were to do the same with the Congress, melt and squeeze 
out the Bilbos, the Rankins, the Tafts, Vandenbergs, Whites, Rus- 
sells, Georges, Brickers, Marcantonios, McKellars—and then repeat 
with all Anfericans, you again would have twins. 

The agrace Georgia Legislator accurately mirrors the average 
Georgian. 

So in the event you should not like it too well, stop and consider. 
It is you. And if you like it too well, consider again. Self vanity 
is an evil. 


Contest Our States, like our national Government, have the 

three divisions—the executive, legislative and judicial. 
They each have, too, an approximating array of checks and balances 
between the three. 

All this is important in considering the contest in the executive 
branch, which the legislative branch will determine with a possible 
reversal or affirmation by the judicial branch. 

Each is a powerful branch, with definite rights and powers. But, 
because it is an initiating and legislating body, creating the actual 
skeleton of government about which the other branches put flesh 
and skin, the Legislature has perhaps the most actual power. It has 
certain functions. The courts have defined them and set each 
branch apart from the other. The Legislature must obey its own law. 

The unusual contest, brought about by the death of the Gover- 
nor-Elect before his inauguration, and the contradicting paragraphs 
of the State Constitution, has not been especially bitter, as some 
of the more excited commentators would have us believe. 

The fact that the Lieutenant Governor-Elect, M. E. Thompson, 
said that he, too, subscribes even more firmly, and without. reser- 
vation, to the same program and beliefs of Candidate Herman Tal- 
madge has given the campaign an unusual quality. 

It is true, I think, that the average citizen believes the intent 
of the writers of the Constitution was to have the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor serve in such a situation. 

But the Constitution’ does not say so. It contradicts itself. The 
courts might easily say that while that is what the writers of the 
Constitution might have had in mind, it is not what they said. 

It also is possible the court may say it is entirely a legislative 
matter. 

No one knows the mind of a woman or a judge. 

As to the actual voting, which should come off late Tuesday or, 
at the latest, Wednesday, one may but guess. Toting no man’s 
skillet, but basing my guess entirely on the fact that in the forest of 
political manéuvering Mr. Roy Harris is not a Boy Scout on his 
first camping trip, I would guess that his man, Herman Talmadge, 
would have the best chance. What the courts will then do, if any- 
thing, is for the future. 

- Politics is not an exact science. 
Always remember that.

Pre- 
sumably, too, before then. In fact, all the way back through the 
history of the race. 

I can recall the terrible mental to-do which focused on the 
“flappers” of 1920 or thereabouts and how the viewers with alarm 
then were quite sure our whole social fabric was doomed to dis- 
integration because of the frightful antics of that younger genera- 
tion. 1 can recall how the standard-setters were quite certain the 
nation might as well quit trying to amount to anything when young 
females first smoked cigarettes in public, and I remember vividly 
when no further proof of our national doom was required than 
the sight of a woman drinking a cocktail in a New York bar. 

Many would-be classifiers of others 


Clothes and Morals based their certainty of national decay 
upon the type of clothing worn by the teen-agers of those bygone 
years. The short skirts of the flappers were proof positive of moral 
decay and, in an earlier age, alarm was based upon nothing more 
substantial than padding in the shoulders of male coats and peg-top 
trousers. | 

The slit skirt was an abomination and there was a time when 
to admit that women’s nether limbs were likewise legs was too 
great a shock to be permitted. 

I remember one publicity-seeking preacher who enjoyed his 
brief day by shouting from his pulpit that no decent woman would 
wear a dress with hem higher than “‘the bulge of the calf.” It was 
a quiet day. in the news line and his outburst gained a one-para- 
graph place as an amusing feature on the wire service of the Asso- 
ciated Press.

This Campaign 
Easier on Reporters 


Last Summer I took off in a car following 
former Governor Rivers in the opening of his 
7 gubernatorial campaign and I covered approxi- 
mately 1,000 miles in three days. Rivers spoke near Savannah 
one day, whipped across South Georgia and spoke near Blakely 
the next day, and breezed into Carrollton in Northwest Georgia 
the third day. At another time last Summer, I set up camp at 
Americus: and worked out from there to cover the late Eugene 
Talmadge as he hit the towns of Southwest Georgia. For many 
days last Summer I drove along the Georgia-Florida border and 
sweltered as the heat melted the tar on the highways. I was 
riding behind Jimmy Carmichael as he spoke to South Georgia 
voters. 

I have po idea how many miles I traveled in the campaign, or 
how many nights I spent on the road, or how many meals I passed 
up in order to run to the nearest telegraph station to make the news- 
paper deadline in Atlanta. Whatever I did, however, could be mul- 
tiplied by three.

It costs a lot for a candidate to run for Governor. It isn’t so cheap

The paper isn’t put to the expense of U-Drive-Its, nor 
hotel rooms over the State—not even to carrying out a suggestion 
that it establish a comfortable press room in the hotel where a 
reporter could relax between strenuous walks from one hotel room 
headquarters to another. ‘ 

The candidates, themselves, aren’t put to the expense of sending 
cars over the State, hiring loudspeakers, and staging rallies. Where 
the usual gubernatorial campaign today costs—some estimate— 
nearly $250,000, the present campaign is being conducted for about 


$5,000—some say.

It sa Campaign, Though not riding over the State doesn't 
mean that a full-fledged political a isn’t under way. Thomp- 
son and Talmadge each have several rooms in the hotel. Each 
has a large staff of campaign workers, including press agents agd 
stenographers sending out campaign literature, and experienced 
political leaders shaking hands of visitors and telephoning friends 
over the State. Telephoning is the major means of campaigning, 
along with newspaper statements and radio talks. The candidates 
and their workers are continually on the phones talking with Legis- 
lators and others. Talmadge confidently announces that 178 Legis- 
lators are supporting his claims—but he and his office stay on 
the phones talking with Legislators. Thompson confidently an- 
nounces that 158 Legislators are backing his position—but he and 
his office stay on the phones talking with Legislators. Only 129 
votes are necessary, if the General Assembly can elect. I know 
of several Legislators whom both camps are claiming, and I have 
bumped into the same solons visiting both headquarters. The fact 
that the claimed pledges total 336, and there are only 257 members 
of the Senate and House doesn’t necessarily mean that there are 79 
liars in the General Assembly. One political veteran says he has 
never seen more than five percent of the pledges in the past go 
back on their word. It is more probable that the two campaign 
headquarters were too eager to interpret the friendly smiles and non- 
committal words of the solons as meaning support.

Besides the Governorship, the House 
Speaker's race is being waged here. Both Rep. Charles Gowen, of 
Brunswick, and Rep. Fred Hand, of Pelham, have headquarters in 
this hotel.

The whole thing may be heredi- 
tary, at that, for his noble English 
ancestors included knights errant, 
who rode about the land looking for 
something to do. Their jobs, as classi- 
fied by contemporary legends, con- 
sisted of slaying dragons, rescuing 
lovely maidens and knocking each 
other out of the saddle with long 
lances. Lord Edward’s knight er- 
rantry began with pig farming. 

The job was far away from home, 
in Alberta, Canada. ‘There wasn’t

any wife to leave behind in England, 
but that wasn't his fault. While still 


at Harrow, he says in his memoirs, — 


he fell in love with a succession of 
beautiful ladies, including Tallulah 
Bankhead, Miriam Jordan, Ethel! War- 
wick, and eventually, Louise Clarke 
of the Follies. He ran away to Paris 
to marry Miss Clarke, but his sister 
Mary fixed things so he couldn’t get 
a license, and the whole thing fell 
through. 

Off he went to the pig farm, then, 
and after some months became en- 
gaged to Miss Norah Potter, daugh- 
ter of a contractor in neighboring 
Edmonton. Almost immediately he set 
out on the job hunt, first in Southern 
California and then in New York. 
He was a private chauffeur, taxi 
driver, bond and life insurance sales- 
man, cook, movie “bit” player, and, 
innocently, he says, salesman for a 
bucket shop. Frequently he rode 
freight trains from job to job. 

In New York, shortly after his al- 
lewance’ from home had been in- 
creased, Lord Edward made the 
rounds of the speakeasies with Miss 
Marjorie Angermeier, prominent in 
the cafe society of these times. A 
year later, after Miss Angermeier 
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Life Has Been One Un-- 
employment After An- 
other and It's Not His 
Fault. Like the Time 
His Titled Lady Part- 
ner Got Into a Free- 
for-All With a Lady 
Customer 


had learned from Edward by tele- 
phone that since he.last saw her he 
had married Miss Potter, she took 
poison and, in the parlance of those 
days, died with his name on her lips. 
“It was an extremely distressing epl- 
sode,” say the memoirs. 

Now began a job hunt that could 
be said to last eight years. 

Among the notable jobs he se- 
cured in that time was that of deck. 
hand on the yacht of Walter Wan- 
derwell, suspected of having been a 
German spy. The yacht, with a full 
passenger list, was about to start on 
a mysterious round-the-world voyage 
when Wanderwell was found mur- 
dered. Lord Edward and the rest of 
the ship’s company were held for 
questioning and finally exonerated 
and released. The murder was never 
solved. 

Another job was that of private 
in the French Foreign Legion. Three 
days after Edward enlisted he fell 
down a flight of stairs and was medi 
cally discharged. 

Shortly afterward British news- 
papers were agog over the news that 
the titled young man had opened a 
hot dog stand at a resort on the 
‘Thames. 

Associated with him in this ven 
ture was Countess Betty Dumas. 
Countess Betty got into a free-for-all 
with a lady customer and that was 
the end of the hot dog business for 
the nonce. 

Next, Lord Edward became secre- 
tary to Mrs. Violet van der Elst, a 
noted British prison reformer. 

In three weeks’ time she had him 
in court on charges of forgery. He 
served nine months in jail on that 
charge. 

Meantime, Lady Norah had tired 
of keeping the home fires burning 
up in Alberta and had divorced him. 
In 1937 he married Dorothy Vera 
Peters, a London  producer-play- 
wright, the Lady Montagu who now 
doesn’t want to be left the fire-tend- 
ing task, either. 

In her petition to the court Lady 
Montagu i listed—very briefly —the 
times they have lived together since 
coming to New York in 1940.

His flamboyant excursions to distant 
parts point to more income than he 
admits.” 

Meantime, if Lord Edward lands a 
job in Mexico, he can’t work at it for 
five years, according to his interpreta- 
tion of Mexican law.

ESPITE a vigorous anti-trust prose- 
cution, four offshoots of a Euro- 
pean cartel which controlled the 
pre-war sale of sex hormones still 
maintain a domination which could 
conceivably affect the health and 
well-being of every male in the 
United States and a large percent- 

age of the women. 

More than half of the millions these firms 
make annually are finding their way back to the 
coffers of the original European companies or 
will reach there eventually through trust agree- 
ments. Most of the balance is in the hands ol 
the Attorney General, to be disposed of as Con- 
gress or the courts decide. 

Although one of the purposes of the anti- 
trust decree, obtained in December, 1941, was to 
break up price-fixing, the list prices of the four 
firms involved are still the same on competing 
sex hormone items down to the last penny. 

Another purpose was to do away with licens- 
ing restrictions which tended to eliminate com- 
petition. Nevertheless, as far as is’ generally 
known, not one new license for the manufacture 
of the most important sex hormones has been 
issued by the companies holding them during the 
five years since the anti-trust decree. 

Hormones, frequently called “chemical messen- 
gers,” are substances secreted directly into the 
blood stream by the endocrine, or ductless, glands. 
Despite countless experiments in the last two 
decades there is still much to be learned about 
them, but few doubt their importance in maintain- 
ing a proper glandular balance. When there are 
too few or too many hormones, profound physio. 
logical and psychologica} disturbances occur. 

Sex hormones were first isolated from extracts 
of the organs of animals, but the processes were 
so expensive and such an enormous amount of 
material was required that they were used 
mainly in laboratories. Chemical synthesis» of 
certain of the hormones was first effected in 
1929 and commercial processes for their manu- 
facture were soon developed. Leaders in the 
field were five European firms—cCiba of Basle, 
Switzerland; Schering of Berlin,: Boehringer of 
Mannheim, Germany; N. V. Organon of Holland 
and Chimio of France. In 1937 they entered into 
a cartel agreement by which sex hormone patents 
were exchanged, price-fixing policies were estab. 
lished and territories were allotted. , 

Ciba and Schering already had subsidiaries 
in New Jersey. Organon combined with a Swiss 
pharmaceutical company, F. Hoffmann-LaRoche, 
to organize another New Jersey corporation 
called Roche-Organon. E. T. Fritzsching, son of 
the president of Boehringer, organized two New 
York companies, Boehringer Corporation and 
Rare Chemicals, Inc. Chimio, the fifth member 
of the cartel, agreed to stay in France. 


BY CROSS-LICENSING (each other with patents 
transferred from abroad, the offshoots of the 
cartel obtained a'‘stranglehold on the sex hor- 
mone industry in the United States. They were 
the only firms privileged to sell: 

1—-Testosterone propionate, a form of testo- 
sterone (the male hormone) which has a more 
prolonged beneficial effect on the system than 
testosterone and is also cheaper to prepare. 

2.Alpha-estradiol, which is said to be from 
12 to 80 times as potent as other estrogenic hor- 
mones (those responsible for the glandular changes 
in female animals during mating season).. 

3—Progesterone, also called the corpus luteum 
hormone, .which is directly concerned with preg- 
nancy and its successful completion. 

Other American companies were. selling other 
forms of the hormones, but late in 1941 the 
Attorney General's office decided that the virtual 
monopoly was a conspiracy to restrain trade. 
A complaint was filed under the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act. The companies and their executive 
officers, who were also accused, entered no de- 
fense. After a consent decree was entered, they 
were fined a total ot and enjoined from 
conferring on prices or processes. The existing 
patents and licenses, however, were not affected, 
and today they are the bulwark of an industry 
which is producing many million American dol- 


~. 


lars for distribution among foreign investors. 
When the United States entered the war, the 
government seized the Schering Corporation of 
New Jersey as an enemy-controlled concern and 
placed it in the hands of Alien Property Cus- 
todian, Leo T. Crowley, despite the fact that its 
foreign-held stock had all been transferred to a 
Swiss holding company caHed Chepha. Boehringer 
Corporation and Rare Chemicals were seized on 
the ground that their owner, although an Ameri- 
can citizen, was fronting for the German company. 
schering was placed under a new management 
headed by Francis C. Brown, former counsel of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, and 
began to prosper mightily. In 1942 its total sales 
amounted to $2,882,927. The following year they 
increased to $4,389,411, and in 1944 they leaped 
to $6,346,580. Boehringer and Rare Chemicals, 
which were chiefly patent-holding companies, 
were sold to National Oil Products of New Jersey 
for $125,000 and 50% of the profits for ten years. 
Ciba and Roche-Organon went on as before, 
but their profits also climbed rapidly as an in 
creasing number of doctors realized the startling 
accomplishments of the tiny crystals that play 
such a mysterious part in human chemistry. 
Sex hormones can be administered in many 
ways. They are most effective when injected, 
but they can also be taken in pills which are 
swallowed or in pills which are kept under the 
tongue until dissolved. They can be implanted 
under the skin in pellets which give off the 
proper dosage daily for weeks. They can be 
absorbed through the skin from ointments and 
they are sold in nasal sprays and suppositories. 
They should never be taken in any form with. 
out the advice of a competent physician. The 
human system usually throws off the hormones 
it does not use, but there are many conditions 
under which an over-supply of hormones can be 
much more harmful than a lack of them. Some 
dactors believe that a judicious prescription of 
sex hormones may prevent or control some forms 
of cancer. Others infer that an improper hor- 
mone balance may help to produce cancer. 
The male hormone, on which Ciba, Schering, 
Rare Chemicals and Roche-Organon have such 
a firm grip, is prescribed for eunuchoidism and 
other forms of congenital impotency, for relieving 
pain (sometimes for years) in certain heart dis- 
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eases, for treating some ailments of the arteries 
and even for some female disorders, but its major 
benefits probably come during the climacteric, 
a condition similar to the female menopause, 
which perhaps all men eventually undergo. 

The climacteric, which is chiefly characterized 
by waning vigor but has many other symptoms 
that only a doctor can diagnose, responds to 
testosterone in a vast majority of cases. Pa- 
tients eat better, sleep better, work harder. 


PVEENG experiments on both humans and ani- 
mals to determine the effects of hormones, 
Dr. Walter Kearns in 1941 injected-testesterone 
into a 19-year-old, broken-down racing gelding 
named Holloway. Holloway’s good days were far 
behind him, but that summer he pulled a sulky 
for 23 heats and finished first in five, second in 
five, third in three, fourth in six. Not only that, 
but he established an official record of 2:10 for 
the mile at 19 years of age. 

In some states which have no statutes to the 
contrary, hormones are advertised for sale in 
much the same manner as vitamins. They are 
bought eagerly by thousands of men who, with 
advancing years, have felt a declining interest 
in the opposite sex. For all the good the pills 
are likely to do them as far as increased potency 
is concerned, they might as well be buying 
saccharine. The trouble is that by upsetting their 
otherwise satisfactory endocrine balance, they 
may be doing themselves irreparable harm. 

The estrogens, hormones which contro! the 
first half of a woman’s regular cycle, are par. 
ticularly helpful in menopausal ‘disturbances, 
menstrual irregularities and physical immaturity. 
Progesterone, the other female hormone, is pre- 
scribed to prevent miscarriages and to arrest ex- 
cessive hemorrhages. 

Prices on all these hormones vary, of course, 
according to the strength of the dosage and are 
dependent somewhat on the margin of profit of 
the retailer. As far as the quadruplet offspring 
of the European cartel are concerned, the price 
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In HORMONES 


to the druggist or doctor is identicat on the 
items they control, Their explanation is_ that 
a reduction by any one of the four might pre- 
cipitate a ruinous price war. 


HERE is some indication that the hormone mar. 

ket is due for a break. ‘The youngest of the 
cartel heirs, which is just beginning to manutac. 
ture testosterone propionate in quantities, is 
maintaining the price list but is giving distribu- 
tors a 20% bonus in goods. This may be met by 
price reductions. And just the other day one of 
the four companies seriously undercut another in 
a bid to a municipal purchasing agent. 

k-ven more indicative is a suit by the Schering 
Corporation against the Glidden Company of 
Cleveland, big producer of paints, varnishes, food 
products—-and now hormones. Glidden got into 
the hormone industry somewhat by accident. Its 
research director, Percy L. Julian, a noted Negro 
chemist, was working on a process for a soybean 
protein which could be used in coating paper. 
During his experiments he found he could extract 
from soybeans a sterol similar to cholesterol, the 
substance used by .the four companies for the 
manutacture of testosterone and progesterone. 
Cholesterol comes in extremely limited quantities 
from the spinal cords of cattle 

Glidden began to make.progesterone and sell 
it to pharmaceutical houses. Schering promptly 
sued, charging that some of its patented processes 
were being used. If it wins the suit, one of the 
important sources of progesterone’ will be 
eliminated. However, other companies are making

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progesterone now and it is beginning to be 
doubtful that the market can be cornered unless 
Similar suits can be won against each of them. 

Testosterone is being turned out by several 
small American firms and is being imported from 
Mexico, where it is made from the roots of 
sarsaparilla, the lowly plant which is chiefly 
known as a flavor for soft drinks. Recently the 
Federal Food and Drug Administration decreed 
that testosterone, which used to be put up in am.- 
pules of one unit each, should not be sold in 
ampules of less than 250 units. 

At the present time such an ampule sells for 
as high as $13.50. The four companies sell 
testosterone propionate in similar strength, for 
$.75 per ampule, so they are likely to retain theit

hold on male hormone distribution for some time. 


RITZSCHING, the son of the Boehringer presi- 

dent, has filed a claim against the government 
as a result of the seizure of his two firms, which 
have since been merged into Rare Chemicals, Inc. 
If he wins, the most he apparently can receive 
will be a cash settlement. . 

What will happen to Schering and its huge 
profits is doubtful. The Swiss Bank Corporation, 
which controlled Chepha, the firm that held the 
Schering stock, Is suing for return of the com- 
pany on the ground that the seizure was illegal. 
Heyden Chemical Company of New York con- 
tends in another suit that it had agreed before 
the war to buy the stock and demands the right 
to purchase it now 

The suits may drag on for years, with the price 
policy on sex hormones unchanged. The Amer- 
ican public, with a big stake involved, cannot help 
but be interested.

plaints, Mumps Is a Danger- 

ous Affliction for «¢ Grownup 

—and Medical Science Is 

Now Holding Out Fresh Hope 
for Its Preveation. 
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By G. B. Lal 


OUQUETS of orchids and roses, especially 

from brides and mothers; are due to the 

medical scientists who are now developing a 
most promising vaccine for mumps. 

The well known disease of swelling glands and 
fever*is not only a common affliction of children 
but, also, a potential destroyer of family happi- 
ness. If A young man suffers from mumps, he is 
in serious danger of becoming incapacitated for 
fatherhood. 

It was tO prevent such tragedies, more even 
than to protect little boys and girls, that re- 
searches were started during the war to develop 
an effective mumps vaccine. 

Spurred by the need of preventing outbreaks 
of mumps among the personnel of the Navy and 
the Army, Dr. Karl Habel, of the National Insti- 
tute of Health, Bethesda, Md., Dr. John F. 
Enders, of Harvard, Dr. Elizabeth P. Maris, of 
the University of Pennsylvania, and other phy- 
Ssicians began tests for diagnosis, treatment and 
immunity of the disease. 

A typical illustration of the havoc wrought by 
mumps was the case of a radar operator on a 
destroyer, who had been married the afternoon 
of his last day of shore leave. At sea he wrote 
letters to his wife of his dreams of a home and 
children. 

Then, one day a bunkmate came down with 
“parotitis,” swelling of the salivary glands in the 
neck, and some fever—an attack of mumps, The 
epidemic spread to 40 other men, including the 
radar operator. Seven of these victims of mumps 
virus developed “orchitis” inflammation, which 
meant destruction of the reproductive glands that 
produce the male germ cells. Among them was 
the newly-wéd radar: man. 

Meningitis, “brain fever,” with temporary in- 
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sanity or severe nervousness, more or less perma- 
nent deafness and mutism and various digestive 
disturbances result from mumps infection even 
when it is not recognizable in the ordinary way. 

Recent investigations have shown that the 
time honored belief that mumps always bégins 
in, and mostly remains confined to, the salivary 
glands in the mouth is false and harmful. Ac- 
cording to Dr. C. Wesselhoeft, of Boston, mumps 
is a “systemic disease’’--that is an infection ram- 
pant throughout the body—although it tends to 
settle down especially in salivary glands, mature 
gonads, pancreas and breast and the central ner- 
vous system, brain and the spinal cord. Impres- 
sive evidence in support of this view was obtained 
at several military hospitals. 

For illustration, Dr. Archie Y. Eagles (now at 
Duke University) and Drs. Eugen M. Holden and 
John E. Stevens, Jr., posted at Fort Benning, Ga., 
found that in 100 cases of mumps in a camp hos- 
pital 71 definitely showed brain and spinal inflam- 
mation, including 33 with meningitis, dreaded 
brain fever. These symptoms were not related to 
presence or absence of inflammation of Salivary 
glands. 

The hope that a mumps vaccine could be de- 
veloped to build up resistance against the disease 
in persons who had, somehow, failed to have this 
disease in early childhood was increased about 12 
years ago. In 1934, Prof. E. W. Goodpasture and 
Dr. C. D. Johnson, of Vanderbilt University, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., proved by experiments on monkeys 
that mumps was caused by a virus. Since a virus, 
like the infectious agent of yellow fever, influenza 
or poliomyelitis, can be killed so as to serve 
as a vaccine, attempts at making mumps vaccine 
were started. 

At the National Institute of Health, Bethesda, 
Md., Dr. Habel applied himself to this problem. 
Now he had succeeded in preparing an apparently

successful mumps virus vaccine. Tests on mon- 
keys and men have demonstrated that the vaccine 
helps to protect an individual from mumps con- 
tagion. The tests are still going on, since the 
vaccine is regarded as “on trial.” 

Early in 1946 Dr. Habel tried out his vaccine 
on more than 1,000 West Indian laborers who had 
come to this country to work in the Florida sugar 
cane camps. 

The experimental vaccination appears to have 
saved these men from the kind of mumps epi- 
demic that had broken out a year before among 
the thousands of imported Jamaican workers in 
Florida. When that epidemic was under way, Dr. 
Habel undertook to control it. He vaccinated the 
Jamaicans and succeeded in completely checking 
the disease in two of their camps and in reducing 
the severity of sickness in many who had become 
well intected before being inoculated. 

A mumps infection in childhood seems to con- 
fer life-long immunity, resistance to a second at- 
tack. Whether Dr. Habel’s vaccine builds up a 
short or long period immunity remains to be seen. 
In any case, this prophylactic chemical can be 
used to prevent mumps in a person not already 
immune. 

By inoculating into the skin a small amount 
of the vaccine, it can be learned whether the indi- 
vidual is immune. If a large roundish, reddish 
patch, over one-third of an inch in diameter, is 
formed, that indicates mumps immunity. A blood 
serum test also can determine the presence and 
degree of immunity. ‘The skin test is simpler and 
likely to be more useful. 

The mumps vaccine is prepared by isolating 
and “inactivating,” that is, killing the virus of 
the disease. First the virus-laden saliva from a 
very sick mumps patient is removed and injected 
into the salivary gland of a monkey. 

Then it is transmitted from one sick monkey 
to another 37 times. Again, from monkeys it is 
passed into an embryonic chick, and 25 such pass- 
ages are done. Finally. the chick fluid, with 
swarming virus, is whirled in an ultra-centrifuge. 

Thus the pure virus comes out. Now this 
deadly mumps. agent is subjected to ultra-violet 
ray and germicidal chemicals, until it beComes 
utterly “inactive,” incapable of growing within a 
human being. 

But such a vaccine is useless in case mumps 
has already developed. A curative substance, con- 
valescent mumps serum, has been known. 

It contains “antibodies,” chemicals that de- 
stroy the virus. Now, Dr. Habel and other 
scientists have made a very potent “mumps globu- 
lin’’—-that is, a specially rich concentration of the 
antibodies out of the convalescent Mumps serum, 

In the last five years science has advanced 
against mumps more than ever before,

N CHICAGO the other day the long-honored 

“Santa Claus of the County Jail” was un- 

masked and under the whiskers was found a 
fabulous scoundrel. 

Appel was the name, Charles Louis Appel. 
Born in Germany in 1872, he died a. fugitive in 
1935 at Elyria, Ohio. His daughter won acclaim 
as movie star Lila Lee. Appel himself became 
widely known as owner and “perfect host” of 
North Side Turner Hall, rathskeller and music 
room of cherished memory. 

Next door to the Bush Temple German Thea- 
ter at Clark Street and Chicago,Avenue, Turner 
Hall was located near the grimy old Cook County 
Jail, used decades later by Ben Hecht and Charles 
MacArthur as the setting for their rambunctious 
play, “The Front Page,” recently revived. 

For years Charley Appel was an authentic 
Kris Kringle. Due to his generosity no doomed 
occupant of the deathhouse ever mounted the 
gallows unfortified by ja satisfactory last meal. 

Such legends mellow with age, and long after 
Santa Claus Appel vanished from the scene, nos- 
talgic Chicagoans remembered only his benevo- 
lence, his guests, his little girl’s beauty and talent, 
and his unsurpassed food and drinks. 

They knew, of course, that Appel lammed out 
of town in October, 1923, just two jumps ahead 
of indictments charging $200,000 worth of lar- 
cenies, embezzlements and confidence games - 
practiced, alas, exclusively on his trusting friends. 
He was hunted 12 years; when found, he was dying. 

Only one man survives who knew the depths 
of Santa Claus Appel’s duplicity. Private Detec- 
tive William C. Dannenberg, Chicago’s Gentle 
Avenger, sat on the true story for years. Nobody 
likes to throw rocks at a Santa Claus. 

But when time had distorted the Appel legend 
to the ludicrous stage where a memorial tablet 
was seriously proposed, justice-loving Dannen- 
berg decided to reveal some ugly facts, to wit: 

Stubby, mustached Appel and his lawyer, 
Philip Sultan, visited Dannenberg on Sept. 15, 
1920. Appel, they explained, had bought quanti- 
ties of liquor with friends’ cash, and stored it in 
a warehouse at 2622 North Clark Street. 
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O'Banion Fired and Missed. The

the Gangsters Shot at Him. A Rear

At 2:30 that morning a watchman had ad- 
mitted a uniformed policeman (later identified as 
Tom Slattery). The policeman provided a wedge 
for four hoodlums who rushed in, bound the 
watchman and hauled away the whisky in cars. 

Dannenberg took the case, teamed with Po- 
lice Sgt. Jack Moffett. They found a witness 
who identified the cars. One belonged to. Dion 
O’Banion, smooth little hoodlum slain four years 
later in his floral shop near Holy Name Cathedral, 
and the other to Charles’ (Buster) Brown, as 
tough as Dion and twice as crude. 

Listening into tapped wires into O’Banion’s 
home, the detective heard Dion call Policeman 
Slattery and later urge various liquor outlets to 
buy his hijacked loot. Dannenberg and Slattery 
set about showing up the O’Banion gang. 

At 2:30 a. m. on Sept. 22 Dion and Tom Shay 
drove out af the Loop. Two other hoodlums fol- 
lowed in a second car. Tailing them came the 
detectives. On the near Northwest Side the quarry 
halted and Dannenberg ducked into an alley. 

The detectives deployed and when _ four 
hoodlums returned to their cars and fled, Dannen- 
berg followed alone. The course led back to the 
west fringe of the Loop. Here, on Market St., 
between Randolph and Washington, Dannenberg 
found he had driven into a carefully laid trap. 

Too late to turn, Dannenberg saw the four 
men, guns drawn, standing by their parked cars. 
O’Banion shouted an order to halt. Dannenberg 
tried to argue, edging forward toward a narrow 
lane between the cars. 

©'Banion cursed and fired, narrowly missing. 
Desperately Dannenberg stepped on the gas. His 
car leaped through the gap as the gangsters shot 


at him. The detective heard a rear tire ripped 
away; knew he couldn’t speed to safety. ‘The 
hoodlums’ cars were close behind as he headed 
west across the river. + 

On gaining Canal Street, Dannenberg had a 
lifesaving inspiration. He made a U-turn, doubled 
east, dipped into the Washington St. trolley 
tunnel, banged along track ties under the river 
—and heard the gunmen driving westward. 
Emerging at Franklin St., the detective knew he 
was safe. 

Later that day 
Charley Appel’s double-dealing. 
tapped wire, Appel told Dion: 

“You’ll ruin this show, kicking Dannenberg 
around! I hired him to make it look good; you 
know I have to go through with the motions. 
Lay off that guy!” 

Dannenberg summoned Lawyer Sultan, also 
an innocent dupe. : 

“Here's the pitch,” he said. “Appel has his own 
whisky hijacked. His creditors swallow the yarn 
and wipe the slate clean. He and O’Banion peddle 
the stuff, split the profit and Appel owes nobody.” 

Dannenberg sent Appel an ultimatum: Get the 
liquor back to the Clark Street warehouse quietly 
—or Dannenberg would do it himself in the 
presence of police and reporters. 

Appel, dreading exposure, got his own liquor 
back from his own hijackers. The detective let 
things ride, believing he had amply safeguarded 
the Appel creditors. But he underrated Appel. 

Charley stalled his patient note-holders two 
more years, and when the jig was up he left 
town. He was reported later in Mexico, Canada, 
Germany; but he never returned to Chicago.

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country fair on his trotting horse, Lovely, he 
eloped with Sarah Ann Unruh, daughter of a 
neighboring farmer, and buggy-dashed across the 
State line into Michigan where they were able 
to marry without parental consent. 


OUNG Baldwin, moving westward with the 

frontier, was a good provider for his buxom 
young bride. He had the knack of coming into 
a new town, sizing up the business opportunities 
and entering the most promising field. 

At Portersville, now Valparaiso, he opened a 
grocery store and also a saloon. A brawl! in the 
grog shop in which a man was killed prompted 
him to sell out and move further west to New 
Buffalo, Ind. There, with his brother-in-law, he 
opened a hotel and grocery store. 

With the profits of this venture, he built three 
canal boats to operate on the new Illinois Canal 
and again success crowned the venture. Then 
came word of the California gold rush. Lucky’s 
brother, George Washington, was among the first 
to join but when word came back that he had 
been shot dead during a card game argument, 
Lucky lost his enthusiasm for following. 

Instead he moved to Racine, Wis., bought an 
inn, enlarged it and opened a general store. 

Lucky couldca’t put off the urge to go west 
any longer, when in 1853 word came back from 
the California gold camps that eggs were retail 
ing at a dollar each and bread was selling for 
30 cents a loaf. That represented ‘gold in them 
‘thar hills” to Lucky—not as a miner but_as a 
provisioner. So, disposing of his hotel and other 
holdings in Racine, he organized a wagon train, 
loaded it with scarce articles of food and headed 
across the plains with his wife and infant daughter. 

In skirmishes with Sioux Indians, several of 
the party were killed, but Baldwin, as usual, was 
lucky. Along the overland trail he bought the 
horses of returning prospectors at his own price. 
In September, the party arrived at Hangtown, 
Nev. There Baldwin was tempted to settle and 
build a hotel of his own because the local hostelry 
had the audacity to charge him one dollar for a 
meal. But he moved on and, after a stop at Sacra- 
mento, finally arrived in San Francisco. 

There he disposed of his collection of horses 
at a profit of $7,000. The Baldwins put up at the 
Pacific Temperance Hotel, owned by a gambler 
named Billy Hyde. It didn’t take long for the 
Ohio ploughboy to talk the California playboy 
into selling him the hotel for $5,000. 

Within a month, Baldwin had disposed of it 
for $12,000. He bought and sold another hotel, 
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became a father for the second time and separated 
from his wife within the next few months. 

Baldwin next went into the brick business with 
a Racine acquaintance named Ralph Wormer. 
But they, too, ‘split up soon, and each remained 
in business on his own hook. Baldwin, finding 
a new clay deposit, soon forced his former partner 
to the wall and landed a handsome contract to 
supply the Government with bricks when it began 
to Improve the Port of San Francisco. 

Since rooms were scarce, he rented his home 
to the Government as a boarding house for an 
additional $1,000 per month. The death of his 
second daughter had browght about a reconcilia- 
tion with Sarah Ann and soon there was another 
Baldwin, Elias Jackson, Jr. ~But the baby died. 

Lucky had so many irons in the fire now that 
he had no time at all for his bereft wife and so 
another split was inevitable. This time permanent, 

Comstock mining stock attracted much of his 
spare capital He also put money in mining 
machinery and mining camp general! stores. Be- 
sides this he operated two of the biggest livery 
Stables in San Francisco. These he sold at a 
good profit in 1860 in order to invest more money 
in the Comstock lode. 

His next venture was the lumber business 
and soon he had a virtual monopoly on lumber 
sales to the gold miners. With so many interests, 
Lucky hardly had time to give a second thought 
to the fact that his wife had won a divorce and 
married a customs clerk or that his first born, 
Clara, had quit Mills College and also married a 
customs clerk. 

Baldwin had no time for romance or regrets 
at this stage of his career. While the North and 
South were engaged in a struggle that was sap- 
ping much of the nation’s best blood, the Ohio 
opportunist was snagging dollars in every manner 
the law allowed and socking his profits away in 
Comstock shares. Money was a one-way com- 
modity with him. He didn’t believe in paying it 
out—at least without a struggle, and so he was 
sued almost every week. 

Feeling the need of a bit of recreation, Bald- 
win jumped at the chance to accompany a group 
of British Government officials on a tiger hunt 
to India in 1867. Before sailing he left orders 
with his brokers to sell. his Comstock holdings 
when they reached a certain figure, forgetting 
that the stock certificates were packed away in 
his steamer trunk. Thus it was that when he re- 
turned to America the following year, with a 
Japanese acrobatic juggling act he had encoun- 
tered en route and signed up to perform under 
his management, he found his stock holdings 
were worth several millions. 

“Lucky Baldwin,” the San Francisco newspa- 
per headlines blazoned the news and a drab busi- 
ness man was converted overnight into a colorful

personality of whom the whole country talked. 

The New York press took up “Lucky” when 
he arrived on Broadway with his Japanese jug. 
glers. So did a mysterious widow named Mary 
Cochrane whom he married after a brief court- 
ship. Now a celebrity, Lucky had to dress the 
part. He affected black Prince Albert coats, 
striped trousers, large black hats of the Virginia 
planter type, hard-boiled shirts, low turn-down 
collars and black bow ties. 


UCKY still wasn’t lucky in love. His marriage 

to Mary Cochrane was a flop from the start. He 
was obsessed with the idea that Mary was trying 
to slip something more potent than Mickey Finns 
into his mulligatawney and he often arose from 
the dinner table without taking a morsel. 

Lucky tired quickly of the juggling Japs and 
returned to his first love—real estate. During 
the early 1870s California had a panic as a result 
of the Comstock Lode petering out. Baldwin 
bought up ranches in the Bear Valley, Santa 
Anita Range and San Gabriel Valley. 

The year 1875 was important in Lucky’s life. 
That’s the year he kissed Mary Cochrane good-by 
after peeling off a cool million as balm. To make 
it more memorable, he was elected president of 
the Pacific Stock Exchange Board, imported the 
first English coach and four. 

That same year he saw ground broken for his 
famous hotel, the Baldwin, in San Francisco for 
which the Tiffany Clock, a first prize winner 
at the Philadelphia Centennial Exposition, was 
bought for $25,000 by Baldwin on recommenda- 
tion of Samuel Clemens, now better remembered 
as Mark Twain. He also built the Baldwin 
Theater, the best west of Broadway, at which 
all the touring shows played. 

Baldwin's career in flat racing began with his 
purchase of Josie C. and Maggie Emerson, two 
yearling fillies, at the Saratoga sales in 1875. 
But the first celebrated horse to race in Lucky’s 
famous colors——“black, red maltese cross and cap” 
—was Mollie McCarthy. Mollie was unbeaten her 
first two seasons of racing in California. 

Shrewd business man that he was, Baldwin 
didn’t trust his own judgment in horse matters. 
He had owned trotters since his teens but thor- 
oughbreds were new to him. So Lucky had his turf 
advisers—-Budd Doble and Theodore Winters. 

The best horse in the East then was Ten 
Broeck, the four-mile champion who had set 
numerous records. Kentucky hardbooters who 
knew their hossflesh better than they knew their 
juleps and broad leaf, held him to be invincible. 
The inevitable result of this difference of opinion 
was a horse race tne likes of which Old Kaintuck 
hadn't seen for 40 years. 

On July 4th, 1878, Mollie McCarthy and Ten 
Broeck met over the four-mile route at Louis- 
ville’s new race track; Churchill Downs, for a 
side bet of $25,000. The track being heavy, Ten 
Broeck was the favorite. But such was Califor 
nia’s confidence in the little mare with the Irish 
name that practically everyone in the state With 
a drop of sporting blood in his veins had a good 
bet down on Mollie. 

Baldwin, confident he had another Comstock 
Lode to produce gold for him, went all out for 
Miss McCarthy, too. For two miles it was a race. 
Then the gooey going began to tell. Before the 
third mile had been completed, Baldwin had 
walked out on the group of friends with whom he 
Was occupying a box. 

Mollie, unable to stand up under the pace set 
by Ten Broeck iff the heavy footing, fell back 
rapidly and in the final mile, could hardly raise 
a gallop. After the first pangs of disappointment 
had swept over him, Lucky cooled’ out and 
accepted defeat in good grace. 


HE urge to excel in the field of racing took 

possession of Lucky after Mollie McCarthy's 
debacle at Churchill Downs and he set about 
systematically buying the best thoroughbred 
mares that Kentucky, Virginia, Tennéssee and 
New York offered. 

At his Santa Anita ranch, by now the show 
place of Southern California, he established an 
up-to-date breeding establishment, complete with 
training track, ample stable space, excellent drain- 
age and irrigated pasture lands. 

' [In this fairy tale setting, Lucky Baldwin reso- 
lutely set out to become an emperor of the turf, 
with his third wife, Jennie Dexter, famed Cali- 
fornia beauty, whom he had married in 1879. ‘The 
union produced one child, Anita for whom the 
ranch was named. For the first time, Lucky 
Baldwin was happily married. But the idyll was 
cut short, tragically, by the death of his young 
bride two and a half years after their wedding day.

LMOST every man has his

CAIRO. 
UINS of an ancient Egyptian temple, built in 
the second millennium B. C. by the Pharaoh¢ 
Rameses II, and then rebuilt a thousand years 
later by Rome’s colorful Emperor,. Nero, have 
been found on the Nile, 160 miles south of C§&iro. 
This correspondent recently visited the site and 
talked to Professor Abdel Moneim Abubakr, of 
the University of Alexandria, who is in charge of 
the excavations there. | 
Beginning his work last March, Professor Abu- 
bakr soon struck archeological pay dirt. If the Se | 
international situation had been anywhere near Pee PG vt a. ee . 
normal at the time, his remarkable discoveries DER iy pe eae 
would have been featured months ago on the front : 
pages of most of the world’s newspapers. 
What was the significance of this temple? 
Did it represent a repentant interlude in an other- 
wise abandoned life? Or was it merely a political 
gesture on Nero’s part? 
Instead of replying directly, Professor Abubakr 
points to his findings. They show, he says, that 
Nero not only rebuilt this temple, but actually 
worshiped there himself. 
The evidence consists of: (1) A column, deco- 
rated with a bas relief of Nero in Egyptian clothes, 
wearing the double crown of Upper and Lower 
Egypt and presenting an Egyptian god, Thot, with 
an offering of incense and food, (2) A hiero 
gliyphic inscription, which, when franslated, reads: rile , 
“Nero Caesar Augustus, son of the Two Gods Br Parente 5.4 
and-beloved of the gods.” (The two gods were siete," eiietene a _, Stn

According to the ancient Roman historian : 
Suetonius, Nero never visited Egypt. However, 
Suetonius may have been mistaken, as modern 
scholars believe he was in stating that Nero sang 
while Rome burned. 
Although Professor Abubakr made his discov- 
ery only this year, the story of the excavations 
at Asiimounein, where the temple ruins lie, 
goes buck to 1936. In that year archeologists, 
ostensibly from the University of Vienna, began 
excavating there. Actually, the excavating party 
was al] German. 
Years ago, after their discovery and notorious 
theft of the bust of Queen Nefertiti, wife of 
Akhenaton, the heretic Pharaoh, German archeolo- 
gists were barred from Egypt. Austrian archeolo- 
gists, on the other hand, had had nothing to do 
with the theft, so naturally they still were allowed 
into the country. Then came Hitler’s Anschluss, 
and the first thing the Egyptians knew the Ger- 
mans were back in the guise of Austrians, 
Under the leadership of a Professor Junker, 
this brazen masquerade continued for three years 
and resulted in the discovery of some columns 
ol an agora, or market place, of Roman times and 
a smell temple of ancient Egypt’s so-called New 
Kingdom (the period from 1500 to 500 B. C.). 
When World War II broke out, the Germans, 
of course, had to withdraw again. 
As a consequence, in 1944 the University of 
Alexandria, which is interested chiefly in the 
Greco-Roman period, decided to take over the 
Ashmounein diggings. 
Within a few weeks he had unearthed three 
chambers of Rameses’ temple. To judge from their 
position, these chambers were the building’s Holy 
of Holies. So his theory was borne out. 
Within another few weeks there had been 
found a corridor, reserved in ancient times for 
Thot’s priests, the walls of Nero’s grafted-in 
temple, a couple of columns of the origina] edifice, 
and, farther north, two colossal] statues of 
Rameses ILI. 
The worship of Thot sprang up in and around 
Ashmounein. At first he was only one of many 
local divinities. Later his cult spread and he 
became an Empire god. 
The ancient Egyptians had two ways of repre- 
senting ‘Thot, as an ibis and as a baboon. That 
particular bird and animal were supposed to em- 
body his special characteristics. As a result, all 
ibises and baboons in Egypt were held sacred, 
The ibis seems to have been chosen for this 
distinction primarily because of its colors, white 
and black. To the Egyptians these colors signi- 
fied truth and falsehood, which Thot, as the god 
of Wisdom, was peculiarly able to distinguish 
between. ‘There were no puzzling shadows for 
him, no gray nuances. All was black or white. 
As for the baboon-—his qualifications as an 
earthly representative of deity were simple: he 
was the only animal that gave tongue joyfully 
when the moon was full, mournfully when it dis- 
appeared. Thus, obviously, the moon meant some- 
thing to him, as it did to Thot, too. 
Next season should be rewarded with other 
interesting discoveries, among them, perhaps, 
some that will shed further light on whether or 
not Nero actually did visit Egypt.

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The First Child of Eng- 
lish Poerents Born in 
America May Have 
Married an _ indian 
Bey and Helped Teach 
the Tribesmen the 
English Leaguage.

E, think of her sentimentally 

as a baby killed by Indians. 

Most of us know her name: 
Virginia Dare. She was the first 
child of English parentage born in 
the New World. 

The mildewed records show that 
she was the youngest member of the 
so-called Lost Colony established on 
Roanoke Island, North Carolina, in 
1587-360 years ago. 

What the paper records don’t show 
is that she may have lived to be a 
mother and a grandmother. 

Melvin Robinson, a scholar and 
teacher of history and mathematics 
in Atlantic, N. C., has been digging 
into the ancient legend of the Lost 
Colony and he has written a book 
called “Riddle of the Lost Colony.” 

Robinson says that the Lost Colony 
never was lost, but just wasn’t found 
by the gentleman who was sent out 
to find it in the year 1590. 

This gentleman was an English- 
man narned John White. John was 
the father of a girl, Eleanor, who was 
the wife of Ananias Dare, one of 
White's lieutenants. White was “gov- 
ernor” of the colony, which consisted 
of 118 persons planted on the Caro 
lina coast. 

After establishing his’ colony, 
White returned to England to get 
assistance for the settlement. Just 
befere his departure, his daughter 
Eleanor had- a baby. In his book, 
Rebinson quotes White: 

“Eleanor...was delivered of a 
daughter. ..and because this child was 
the first Christian born in Virginia, 
she was named Virginia.” In those 
days Virginia included the Carolinas. 

Three years later, White came 
back to the Carolina coast, failed to 
find his colony and later reported in 
England that the settlers had van- 
ished, leaving no clue except the word, 
“C-R-O-A-T-A-N” carved on a tree. 

As a result of White’s report, 
which Robinson considers an alibi for 
failure to find the settlers, the legend 
has persisted to this day that the en- 
tire calony, including Virginia Dare, 
was massacred by Indians. 

Dissatisfied with the legend, Rob- 
inson studied old records and maps, 
went over the terrain himself and 
made a number of discoveries. 

He learned that 43 per cent of the 
names of the members of the Lost 
Colony exist today among the whites 
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and Indians of that region. Fle 
learned tit Indiens along the coast 
were repected to have been using the 
Engish language when first seen 
by white people. 

In the record of an exploration 
made by John Lawson im 17709 he 
ran across this interesting passage: 

“The Indians who lived on Ro- 
anoke Island or mueh frequented this 
locality tell us that several of their 
ancestors were white people and 
could talk in a book as we do; the 
truth of which is confirmed by gray 
eyes being frequently found among 
these Indians and others.” 

ft occurred to him that Virginia 
Dare’s name would automatically 
change to Smith if she married a 
man named Smith. There was a Smith 
among the colonists, also men of 89 
other names. It occurred to Melvin 
Robinson that Virginia Dare might 
even have married an Indian boy. 

The Indians of the Carolina coast, 
living on islands, were isolated tribes. 
They were fishermen, good-natured 
and friendly. They welcomed the 
whites with open arms. The whites 
brought cattle and edged implements. 
The Indians supplied corn and kKnow- 
how. The combination worked. 
Everybody was happy. 

Robinson simply didn’t believe 
that these friendly Indians, who 
had previously mingled so success- 
fully with the whites, had murdered 
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little Virginia Dare or her friends. 

He made other discoveries. There 
were Indian mounds, made of shells, 
on Hog Island, next to Cedar Island. 
They had bones of cattle in them. 
That was odd. Then all at once the 
riddle of the Lost Colony fell into a 
pattern for Melvin Robison, and he 
was convinced he knew the truth. 

The truth, as he saw it, was that 
the Lost Colony had been established 
on Cedar Island, 75 miles south of 
Roanoke Island. It had never been 
on Roanoke Islan@ at all. It was 
never lost. It just hadn’t been found. 

When.White came back from Eng- 
land, his ship dawdled along the 
Florida coast for several months, at- 
tacking Spanish merchantmen and 
pirating their cargoes. Eventually it 
neared Carolina. By that time the 
ship captain and White were not on 
good terms. The captain eventually 
put White ashore at what looked to 
him to be a good place. It was 
Roanoke Island. 

According to Robinson’s theory, 
White must have known that this 
wasn't where he had landed his col- 
onists. But he pretended it was. He 
stayed on the island a short time and 
then came back to the ship and an- 
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nounced that the entire colony had 
mysteriously disappeared. 

Robinson says White might have 
persuaded the’ captain to let him con- 
tinue the search elsewhere except for 
an unfortunate circumstance. Eleven 
members of the crew had been 
drowned and those who remained 
were restless and wanted to get away 
from that locality. 

So White returned to England and 
gave out his story of the Lost Colony. 

But what about that mysterious 
word “Croatan,” supposed to have 
been found carved on a tree on 
toanoke Island? 

Robinson has two possible explana- 
tions for that part of the legend. 

In 1586 before White brought over 
his colony he and another adventurer 
named Ralph Lane had used Roanoke 
Island as a temporary base. Some of 
their men, Robinson says, may have 
carved on the tree, while killing time, 
the word Croatan, which was the 
name then applied to the present 
Portsmouth Island. 

On the other hand, according to 
Robinson, White might have invented 
that intriguing detail, in order to di- 
rect any Subsequent searchers for the 
Lost Colony to Croatan Island.

“You never saw anyone so shy,” said Mrs. 
Bauer. “Didn't trust men one bit.” 

Wandamay had visited her mother, Mrs. May 
Wheatley Rick, in Hemlock, over the week end, re 
turning Monday afternoon, Nov. 3, 1941, in time to 
report for work at 4 and disappeared that night. 

It was the second. disappearance reported 
within a week. Miss Marjorie Deckrow, 16, of 
Alma, Mich., had not been seen since Oct. 30, 
when she got into a maroon sedan at a St. Louis 


Road tavern with a man and another woman. 
“The two cases may tie up,” Forsythe said.

she had saved her husband 
there could have been other 
children, but in saving her 
child she made three chil- 
dren fatherless.and herself 
a widow. 

“Mr. Tanner made the 
same mistake by giving his 
life to be with his wife, 
with no consideration for 
the three children who were 
orphaned. It must be ter 
ribly hard to stand by and 
sacrifice your husband or 
wife, but what of you! 
children? Sometimes there 
are grandparents, or rela- 
tives, to care for the chil- 
dren, but can you be sure? 

“The tense, expectant 
father, even though dis 
traught, displayed the best 
judgment in his decision. 
Without his wife, life would 
partially end for him even 
though he might have his 
child. Later, should _ the 
child be a hindrance, 
wouldn’t he be bitter? With 
his wife there could be 
other children and a home. 

“The deciding factor inal 
these stories should have 
been the continuation and 
sustenance of as whole a 
life as possible under the 
circumstances. Parents are 
the mainstay of a family. It 
is their guiding hands that 
mold the citizens of tomor- 
row. They should remem- 
ber their obligation to the 
future. 

“As an expectant mother, 
naturally I want my child— 
but not in preference to my 
husband. The world is too 
full of orphaned children 
today to ignore the import- 
ance of parents.”

PR IS generally admitted 
that a few freckles scat- 
tered coquettishly across 
the nose and around the 
eyes are youthful and tan- 
talizing. And lucky is the 
girl with this happy me- 
dium to charm. 

However, nature 
overdoes a_ good thing 
particularly freckles. An 
overdose of “ephelides” (as 
they are termed by the 
dermatologist) detracts 
from the beauty of what 
may frequently be a lovely 
Skin, for it is in the thin, 
transparent skin of the 
blonde or redhead that an 
abundance of freckles usu- 
ally occurs. 

It is an erroneous belief 
that one is born. with 


often 
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Treckles, says a skin expert: 
Freckles are not congenital, 
though the skin character. 
istics favorable to their de- 
velopment are contained in 
the chromosomes. Whether 
or not they will appear on 
such skin depends entirely 
upon the exposure to the 
sunlight. 


OWEVER, freckles often 

appear on non-exposed 
skin areas. These “cold 
freckles” are due to the fact 
that pigmentation travels 
through the body. 

Under excessive violet 
and ultra-violet rays, the 
chemical compounds which 
form the pigment cells are 
increased. The pigment 
cells of the brunette skin 
cause the color to spread 
evenly; in the~ blond or 
redhead skin, the coloration 
remains clotted, These 
clots or freckles are in and 
about the basal cell epi 
dermis, the lowest layer of 
the top skin. 

Freckles should 
confused with pigment 
spots or liver spots. The 
pigment spot is congenital

Liver spots caused by mal- 
functioning of the liver can 
be identified if the spots 
continue to multiply when 
the skin has not been ex- 
posed to strong sunlight. 

Freckles do fade when 
the skin is not exposed and 
frequently, as a woman 
grows older, she finds her 
freckles gradually disap 
pear, 


HERE is only one means 

of banishing freckles in a 
relatively short period of 
time——and that is through 
gradual peeling of the epi- 
dermis. This peeling is not 
as drastic as it may sound, 
for the top epidermal! layer 
can be peeled with strong

in the mere act of shaving. 

However, dermatologists 
admit that skin peeling for 
the removal of freckles 


‘should be approached with 


care, for many skins are 
sensitive to the mercurial 
compounds usually used in 
this process. When redness 
or irritation occurs after 
such peeling, application is 
ceased and soothing creams 
are applied. ‘This process 
Should be undertaken only 
under professional supervi- 
sion, and an acute freckle 
condition should _ receive 
medical attention. 

There are ways of “freez- 
ing” the freckles, which in 
turn brings on peeling, too, 
but this is strictly a medi- 
cal process and can be done 
only by a physician or skin 
specialist as, indeed, all 
peeling of the skin should 
be done.

Quilted Lining 

A few yards of inexpen- 
sive pink or blue printed or 
plain cotton fabric and pad- 
ding will be sufficient to 
make a luxurious-looking 
quilted lining for inside the 
basinette. First measure cir- 
cumference of basinette for 
length of fabric you will 
need, measure from basi- 
nette top to bottom for 
width of fabric. Cut double 
lengths of fabric, and pad- 
ding to this size, plus allow- 
ances. Allowances include 


‘an extra quarter-of-a-yard 


for “take-up” in quilting; 
one-half inch for seam, and 
four inches top lap-over and 
tacking to basinette bottom. 

Place padding between 
lengths of fabric with right 
sides facing out. Then quiit 
the entire surface by hand 
or with the quilter attach- 
ment for the sewing ma- 
chine. Sewing center ex- 
perts will show you how to 
use the quilter and work out 
designs. Bind raw edges 
of lining. Seam ends and 
bind these raw edges, too. 
Lining is ready now to be 
placed in basinette so that 
it will extend two inches all 
around under mattress and 
over top of basinette. An- 
chor lining that laps over at 
top with tapes placed on. un- 
derside sd that they can be 
drawn through wicker open- 
ings and tied. 


Outside Covering 


Next, decide on outside 
covering for basinette. A 
basinette that stands on a 
frame may have an all- 


around skirt that just clears 
the floor or a short skirt 
that clears top of stand legs. 
Follow same procedure for 
both skirts and simply 
change width measure of 
fabric for shorter type. 

To make a full-gathered 
skirt that will cover basi- 
nette all around and extend 
from basinette top to floor, 
allow two to three times 
basinette circumference for 
length of fabric required. 
Width is determined by 
measurement from basi- 
nette top to floor, or for 
shorter style, from basi- 


nette top totopofstand. Al. 
low two-inch hem allowance 
for skirt hem. If skirt is of 
transparent fabric an under- 
skirt will be necessary. Only 
one skirt is required with 
non-transparent fabric such 
as plain-colored or flower- 
sprigged materials. Pink or 
blue sateen or similar fabric 
is a good choice for under- 
skirt. After turning: skirt 
hem, shirr fullness at the 
top. If you are using an 
underskirt, stitch both 
skirts together. 
Ribbon Trim 

A decorative trimming 
for raw edges of skirt top 
can be achieved with 4-inch 
pink, blue or white ribbon. 
Simply place ribbon ends on 
either side of skirt top and 
anchor witht several rows of 
stitching. Or you may wish 
to bind raw edges with 
standard or self-made bind. 
ing. Anchor skirt to’ basi-
